Railroads has already announced 
it will try: (1) To end the anti- 
quated rule that 100 miles of 
freight travel or 100 to 150 miles 
on a passenger train is a day's

20 miles an hour of a passenger

Royal Babies 
Cause Sensations 


Whenever the happy anticipa- 
tion of a new royal baby is an- 
nounced, a series of totally false 
impressions sweep the world. 
Most mistaken of all are the ex- 
pectant mothers. who imagine 
that if their child is born at the 
same moment as the Queen’s 
new baby next year. they will 
qualify for the Queen’s Bounty. 

When Prince Charles was born, 
scores of new birth certificates 
flooded the Palace post office 
from mothers anxious to show 
that their child had arrived on 
the,same day as the Prince and 
might rate for a prize. 

Some of the certificates came, 
registered, from as far away 4s 
Australia and California and 
they all had to be returned. 

A German woman suggested 
that her new baby could be giv- 
en the same names as Prince 
Charles and the two babies. she 
thought. might be photographed 
together. to restore the friend- 
ship of the two nations. 

When Queen Victoria's first 
child was born 119 years ago, a 
handsome sum from the royal 
coffers was allocated to charity 
and Queen’s Bounty suppers for 
the poor were held throughout 
Britain. No other payments have 
ever cleberated a royal birth and 
even the £3 that the Queen used 
to pay to parents of triplets has 
beén- cancelled in National 
Health Britain. 

The officer-in-charge of the 
guard at St. James's Palace used 
to receive automatic promotion 
on the birth of a royal baby. 
When the infant King Edward 
VII arrived; however. the guard 
was being changed. 

A heated argument arose. for 
the officer of the old guard 
claimed promotion on the ground 
that his. guard had not been 
changed. The new officer sturd- 
ily claimed promotion because 
he had in fact taken over the 
Palace keys and thus. technical- 
ly, the guardianship of S5t. 
James's. 

The question had to be settled 
by the commander-in-chief of 
the Army. It could not. be proved 


that the keys had actually been — 


handed over before the birth, 
and so the officer of the old 
guard got promotion. 

Nowadays, of course, old trad- 
itions are easily overlooked. On 
hearing unofficially of the birth 
of Prince Charles, the then Lord 
Mayor of London donned his 
regalia in order that he could 
announce the birth formally in 
accordance with ancient custom. 

When an hour passed, and no 

_ word came, it is said he tele- 
phoned the Palace. In_ reality 
three hours passed before a mes- 
senger on a motor-bike drove up 
with the official announcement. 
By then it was well after mid- 

night and the Lord Mayor con- 
tented himself by posting the 
announcement on the door of the 

Mansion House, his official home. 
In former days, of course, M 

was customary for ministers of 
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the Crown and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury to assemble in the 
royal bedchamber. This was to 
lessen the risk that a changel- 
ing might be smuggled in and 
usurp. the succession to the 
Throne. 
-- Queen Mary, wife of James Il, 
was watched by sixty-seven 
people, crowding as close as 
they could to the foot of the bed. 
Even so, it was long alleged that 
the baby died the following day 
and that a substitution occurred. 
Queen Anne kept her prying 
ministers .busy, for she had no 
fewer than seventeen _ babies, 
none of whom survived in in- 


fancy. Queen Charlotte, wife of | 


George III, caused her first baby 
to be shown to the public. The 
cradle of the two-week-old 
prince was fenced off from the 
constant queue’ of visitors; but 
this royal sideshow was never 
repeated. 

Queen Victoria’s first baby 
was a girl and she heard one of 
the waiting ministers, exclaim 
with disappointment, “Oh, it’s a 
princess!” 

“Never mind,” a voice came 
from the bed. “It will be a prince 
next time!” 

When the next time came 
Prince Albert objected to- the 
presence of the dignitaries and 
got over the difficulty neatly ... 
merely by summorting them too 
late. Subsequently, only - the 
Home Secretary was required to. 
bein attendance at a birth. 

In modern times the practice 
was discontinued after the birth 
of Princess Margaret. The Home 
Secretary of the day, R feaa « # 
Clynes, went to Glamis for the 
baby’s expected arrival but, ow- 
ing to a miscalculation, he was 
kept waiting a month! 

Later, King George VI consult- 


ed his solicitors and found that 


this ritual attendance was not a 
legal requirement. During the 
war three royal births in the 
Gloucester and Kent families 
took place without the presence 
of any minister of the Crown 
and finally the archaic custom 
was abolished. 

Legally the doctors are not 
required to give any. details of 
the progress of mother and child 
in the bulletins and the formal 
announcement will have to be 
carefully worded. Queen Vic- 
toria read a bulletin prepared 
after one of her confinements 
and burst into laughter at the 
phraase, “The Queen and Prince 
are perfectly well.” 

“People will think that both 


my husband, Prince Albert, andi _ 


have been confined,” she pro- 
tested. The phrase was hurried- 
ly altered to read: “The Queen 
and infant Prince aré perfectly 
well.” 

At one time royal doctors 
never sent in a bill but now. the 


Queen’s Treasurer always asks . 


for an account to be rendered. 
An exception is made for the 
specialists officially appointed to 
the Queen’s medical household 
and they receive National Health 
rates for all Palace patients! 


cient royal rituals to greet the 
Queen’s new baby with all the 
pomp and pageantry that the 
peoples of the Commonwealth 
desire. Whether a prince or prin- 
cess, the tiny newcomer will be 
greeted by a salute of twenty- 
one guns at eighteen official 
saluting stations at home and 
overseas. : 

And@ for good measure batter- 
ies at. the Tower of London and 
in Hyde Park will give an extra 
twenty rounds “for. the peopic.” 

The gay citizens of London 
_ used to rush into the streets to 
fire their own guns whenever 
a Tower salute was heard. To 
make the city a little safer, the 
Army undertéok to fire guns for 
them and the habit is maintain- 
ed to this day.

It’s one of the 
few occasions when the elabor- 
ate centra! gate of Farble Arch 
is opened ignoring the rules of 
a modern traffic roundabout—to 
admit them into the park.

Swimming For Life 
He Studied Fish 


On the morning of Sipieonber 
19th, 1840, the Philadelphia pa- 
pers carried a brief announce- 
ment that Constantaine Samuel 
Rafinesque-Schamaltz had died 
on the previous afternoon. Thus 
ended, almost unnoticed, the life 
of one of the strangert personal. 
ities of all time. 


A man with an incredibly fer- 
tile brain, he had during his life- 
time launched scheme after 
scheme in all kinds of fields. If 


she is to be labelled at all, he. 


must be called a naturalist, for 
his studies of plants and animals. 


Born in Constantinople in 1783, 
of a French father and a Ger. 
man mother, Rafinesque became 
passionately interested in natural 
history almost beforé he-was in 
his teens, though other studies 
were not neglected. By the age 
of twelve he could speak Greek, 
Italian, French and English, and 
had already read more than a 
thousand books. 

His chance to go abroad came 
when he was nineteen. His bro- 
ther went to live in America, and 
Rafinesque went with him. Al- 
ready one of his major eccen- 
tricities was well developed. He 
had a consuming ambition to 
find new species of plants”and 
animals. 

During his life he named and 
described more new species than 
any other man before or since 
his time. Some of his new species 
were genuine, but the vast maj- 
ority of his so-called discoveries 
were, in, fact, specimens which 
differed but slightly from the 
average of the known species to 
which they belonged. 

On landing in America, he 
what 
he declared to be'a new species 
of plant and invented a name for 
it, Subsequently he complained 
that “the American botanists 


In 1805 he returned to Europe 
and lived for ten years in Sicily 
befote settling permanently in 
America. In Sicily he set up a 
flourishing export business in 
medicinal plants, the money 
from which enabled him to spend 
most of his time studying the 
animal and plant life of the is- 
land and the surrounding seas. 

He collected fish by the hun- 
dred, and gave a new name to 
almost all of them. He then 
pickled them and sent them to 
the great French zoologist, Bar- 
on Cuvier, who became exasper- 
ated at receiving so many wrong- 
ly named specimens. When he 
criticized Rafinesquie’s naming 
mania, the young naturalist be. 
came angry and promptly col- 
lected and named another hun- 
dred species all incorrectly! 

It was duririg his stay in Sicily 
that Hafinesque tried his first 
and not very successful, experi- 
ment in marriage. The start was 
certainly not encouraging. . Just 
before the marriage ceremony he 
caught yet another “new” fish 
to send to Baron Cuvier, and 
insisted on taking it to bed with 
him ‘for safety on his wedding 
night! 

In 1815, he set sail for America 
for the second time, taking with 
him an enormous collection of 
books, preserved animals and 
plants, including half a million 
_phells!- Nearing the American 
_ coast the ship was wrecked, and 


Rafinesque lost the whole of his | 


possessions. Even as he swam for 
his life, however, he found time 
to notice “many new species of 
animals and plants” in the water. 

Obliged to begin again from 
scratch he managed to get a job 
teaching botany, but he regard- 


‘ed this merely as an incidental 


eccupation, and did not allow it 
to interfere with his ambitious 
plans. Some of the work he did 
during his *second sojourn in 
America was of considerable 
value. He made a detailed study 
of all the fish of the Ohio river, 
and published his results in a 
book which justly gained him 
recognition as a leading author- 
ity on American fish. 

Had he stuck to this kind of 
work,- for which he had un- 
doubted ability, he might have 
gone down in history as one of 
America’s greatest naturalists, but’ 
unfortunately his temperament 
was against him, and before long 
all his energies were being di- 
verted to one of his impossible 
schemes 

He invented a system which, he 
claimed, would revolutionize the 


world’s financial methods. Such 
was his confidence in the scheme, 
that he journeyed to Washington 
to explain it personally to John 
Quincy Adams, the President, 
and became furious when the 
old man‘ would have nothing to 
do with it 

Nothing discouraged him for 
long, however. At one time he 
was developing a cure for tuber- 
culosis and peddling the medi- 
eines that he had invented. Other 
inventions included a steam 
plough, a fireproof house and an 
aquatic railroad 

And all the time Rafinesque 
was writing. Over one thousand 
books -and pamphiets flowed 
from his pen, but few people 
bought them, One result of (his 
is that the few copies of his va 
rious works existing foa-o havi

Enough Wine To 
Float A Navy! 


When a husy official of the 
world-famous Port of London 
Authority — known everywhere 
as the P.L.A. — was asked for 
facts and figures about the vast 
amount of commodities in the 
warehouses of the Port of Lon- 
don, he said: 


\“There’s more than enough 
timber to make a path of planks 
all arotind the world. There’s 
enough tea to make a cup for 
every man, woman and child in 
Europe. There's enough tobacco 
to give everybody in Britain 
three packets of cigarettes each. 
Argl there’s as many carcases Ss 
chilled or frozen meat there a 
would stretch to New Zealand 
and back, not to mention enough 
wine and spirits to float all the 
ships in the British Navy.” 
These men of P.L.A., who 
have been celebrating their jubi- 
lee, are a body with enormous 
responsibilities at the most im- 
portant port in the world, which 
has often been called the front 
door to Britain's larder. 

One of them, Sir Ian H. Benn, 
has the proud distinction of the 
board of the P.L.A. since it first 
met in 1909, when the Thames 
had already been a centre of 
trade for more than 2,000 years. 
It’s estimated that he has attend- 
ed 500 meetings — all voluntary 
work — to discuss Port of Lon- 
don business. 

And what a business it is! “It 
represents,”. wrote one P.L.A. 
historian, “one of the command- 
ing successes of this century. In- 
heriting a watery estate nearly 
six times the area of the City of 


. London, the members of the Au- 
' thority, without reward, in hours 


borrowed from private occupa- 
tions and personal interests, 
have turned their stewardship to 
triumph.” 
The P.L.A. celebrated their 
fiftieth anniversary last March 
but few Londoners hurrying 
over the Thames bridges gave 
more than a passing thought to 
the forty-five miles of quays that 
come within, its members’ con- 
trol. With its great docks, 
wharves and warehouses, the 
port is the most important in the 
world to-day. 

As long ago as Roman times 
London (then called Londinium), 
was recorded as a port with a 


substantial trade, To-day the 
P.L.A. is a body representing 
many interests including the 


port workers, the Admiralty, thie 
Ministry of Transport and Trin- 
ity House. 

One of the P.L.A.’s many. tasks 
is the dredging of the harbour. 
its first twenty years, 
dredging operations cost two mil. 
lion pounds atid involved the re- 
moval of forty-seven millions 
tons of material from - the 
Thames. 

An unofficial “museum” to 
house some of the curiosities 
that constantly turn up in the 
course of the P.L.A's work was 
started by some officials a few 
years ago. Strange objects found 
in bales of cargo, picked up on 
the docks and excavated from 
the river mud were included i 
the “exhibits,”

But 
his damp duck-cut now, coupled with 
the traffic accident statistics of the 
insurance industry, serve notice that 
in this automobile age he is a special 
problem. A problem that will steadily 
increase over the next ten years - 
the surging flood or “war babies 
reach driving age, and the propors 
tion of young. insufficiently trained 
drivers on our roads increases.

Smell The Movies 


Trying to follow in the foot- 
steps of his late, flamboyant 
father, showman Michael Todd 
Jr. has found himself blazing a 
new and typically flamboyant 
trail: He has become entrepren- 
eur of Smell-O-Vision, a process 
for pumping odors into a movie 
theater to heighten the impact of 
the movie. Developed by Swiss 
inventor Hans Laube, Smell-O- 
Vision! caught the elder Todd’s 
fancy as early ds 1954, but it was 
left to Todd Jr. to carry it 


‘through. In the last year and a 


half, he has spent $2 million to 
produce a movie (“Scent of Mys- 
tery”) especially written for 
aromatic effects (examples: a 
mystery woman identified only 
by her perfume, a villain who 
smokes an odoriferous pipe). He 
has also built up the Dec. 22 
premié¢re at Chicago’s Cinestage 
theater as a pioneering venture 
into the third dimension of sense. 
A few weeks ago, however, it 
appeared that pioneer Todd 
might be beaten by a nose. New 
York theater owner Walter 
Reade Jr., himself the son of a 
big name showman (who for- 
merly. operated New York's 
Astor and Mayfair theaters), an- 
nounced at a scented press con- 
ference that he would premiére 
a smellodrama of his own at the 
Mayfair on Dec. 2. Obviously 
rushing to beat Todd's premiére 
date. Reade’s A-romaRama, Inc., 
laid out some $300,000 for the 
U.S. and Canadian rights to an 
Italian- made travelogue on 
China (“Behind the Great Wall’) 
plus the rights to a U.S.-develop- 
ed process that could be used to 
dub smells into the — scenes. 
Among Reade’s best smells: The 
scent of tea leaves (during a 
scene in a tea-house), of a tiger, 
an explosion, and a clean, spark- 
ling river, 
The decision in this contest 


may well hang on who has the ~ 


best set of smells. Both will get 
their smells from: varying mix- 
tures of aromatic chemicals con- 


al

cocted by perfume chemists te 
stimulate natural odors. Reade 
will “inject” his odors into the 
theater through the air distribu- 
tion system, counting on quick 
evaporation and a special elec. 
tronic filter to kill each one off 
before the next-scheduled smell 
Todd will pipe his odors to each 
seat, which is more expensive 
but also quicker and easier to 
control. Some Todd beak. 
busters: The scents of peaches, 
fresh-baked bread, salty ocean 
breezes, and an “overpowering 
smell’ of port wine (to go. with 
a scene in which a man is crush- 
ed to death by falling wine 
casks). 

Both producers agree on one 
thing. As Reade put it: “You can 
be sure that none of our smells 
will be objectionable.”

If you prefer pure colours to 


tints and pastels in clothes and - 


furnishings, the chances are that 
you are an emotionally well-bal- 
anced extrovert.

Now the scientists confirm that 
rooms with blue walls or decor 


are soothing and encourage a | 


relaxed environment. Bright 
colours — yellows, pinks,~and 
some greens — can be exhilar- 
ating and conducive to a stimu- 
lating and cheerful atmosphere. 
On the other hand, drab grey 
walls promote fatigue boredom 
and discontent. Both grey and 
black act depressives. 
But.red is the colour to treat 
Apart from 
driving a bull to distraction, it 
has a disturbing place in the 
arena of human emotions. 
Tests have shown that red, 
whether as the predominant col- 
our in clothes or room decora- 


l tion, increases tension, creates 


estlessness and agitation, and 
appears to make time pass more 
slowly 

A. psychologist, in.a recent 
test, put a highly tense woman 
in-a red dress and sat her with 
him in a room decorated in the 
same colour. She was so affect- 
ed that, within minutes, she had 
knocked over a vase and spilt a 
‘cup of coffee. 

When the psychologist switch- 


/ ea her into a green dress and 


took her into a room with blue 


..as the main theme, she acted 


without any nervousness at all. 

Greens and blues, claim the 
scientists, have a calming effect 
on people and also make time 
appear to pass more speedily. 
_ Possibly the most outstanding 
deductions come from tests on 
car colours. It has been found 
that both blue and yellow tend 
to make objects appear closer 
than they really are. Greys make 
objects seem farther away than 
they are. ED 

Consequently, blue or yellow 
painted cars would seem to be 
the safest. Other drivers, 
lieving you to be closer than you 
actually are, take action in good 
time. 


Grey-painted vehicles give 
ether drivers the impression 
that you are farthe: off than 
you are. 


As the scientists point out, 
these firidings only confirm ‘the 
pattern of colour in nature: A 
clear blue-sky is uplifting; a blue 
sky and soft green country land- 
scapes together are usually suf- 
ficient to calm the most disturb- 
ed nerves. 

Conversely, people are prone 
to depression under black thun- 
der-clouds or grey Skies.

Bank Of England 


_A young man of strange habits 
was Cornet Robert Pate, of the 
10th Hussars, son of a wealthy 
Wisbech landowner. 


He gave up eating in the mess, 
saying that the cooks and meéss- 
men were trying to poison him. 
When the regiment was ordered 
to India he sold his commission 
and took rooms in Great Marl- 
borough Street taking his faith- 
ful batman as servant. 

Every morning he would pour 
half a pint of whisky and 2 oz. 
of camphor into his bath. He 


would spend hours mixing his . 


own tooth powder, with a pestle 
and mortar. Daily at  three- 
fifteen, wet or fine, a hackney 
coachman called to drive him 
out over Putney jand Barnes 
Commons — always the same 
routé, the ride lasting for two 
hours. 

Always he would pay the ten- 
shilling fare in separate shill- 
ings. His servant had to keep a 
pile of them on the mantel- 
piece with the Queen’s head up- 
wards. 

“Mad Pate” carefully stowed 
them in his pocket in the same 
order, and gave them to the cab- 
by in a neat pile. 


This peculiar obsession with 
the Queen’s head reached a start- 
ling climax on June 27th, 1850. 
One afternoon Victoria, with her 
eldest children, the Prince of 
Wales, Prince Alfred and the 
Princess Royal, drove to Cam- 
bridge House, Picceadilly. They 
were visiting her uncle, the 
Duke of Cambridge. 


At six-thirty about two hun- — 


dred people gathered outside the 
gates to see her leave. As the 
horses slowed down to pass 
through the east gate a man 
stepped out of the crowd and 
brought his cane down as hard 
as he could on her face drawing 
blood. 


A footman grabbed him by 
the collar and handed him over 
to a police sergeant, The crowd, 
incensed by the outrage, wanted 
to lynch him. He was taken to 
Vine. Street Police Station, 


. charged, tried and sentenced to 


transportation to Tasmania. 
There was no apparent. motive 
for Pate’s senstless attack. 
Another eccentric in Neville 
Williams’s inimitable gallery of 
“Knaves And Fools” was Mrs. 
Blizabeth Dunham, who lodged 
in» Hope Alley, London Wall, 
early in the last century. 
She had a mania for acquiring, 
by fair means or foul, the keys 


of important buildings, but never. 


made use ‘of them for felonious 
jpurposes. She merely hoarded 


~ them to gloat over, until she had 


amassed more than a trunkful. 


Her hauls included keys of 
several noblemen’s houses in 
Mayfair and Belgravia, of the 
Royal College ‘of Physicians, the 
Royal Exchange, the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, Whitehall gov- 
ernment offices, hospitals, halls 
and even Maidstone Jail. 


She was the terror of house- 
keepers, porters and nightwatch- 
men in the Citv and Westmin- 
ster. 

Finally she thought she could 
tackle the Bank of England, 
which would be the greatest tri- 
umph of all, for it had a military 
guard, 

She walked right past Shack- 
ell, the porter, who was busy. 
Once inside his lodge she found 
the keys and dropped them in 
her basket. She was questioned 
as she left, but quickly allayed 
Shackell's suspicions 

But when he wanted to lock 
‘the gate at three-thirty he dis- 
covered, that the keys had gone: 
At once there was a hullabaloo, 
tor the Bank of England's keys 
had never before been stolen. 

Shackell gave a description of 
the woman which was circulated 
to all City peace officers. Two 
days later various clues led one 
of them to Hope Alley. Despite 
Mrs. Dunham's denials, he found

Among The Eskimos 
On his recent Arctic Circuit, 

Mr, Justice Sisson granted two 


divorce decrees to .anadian Es- 


kimos. Thus a new step in Es- | 


kimo society, from the human re- 
lations’ standpoint, began. For 
until these actions, legalized di- 
vorce didn’t exist among these 
nomadic hunters of caribou, seal 
and walrus. They had always 
practised a code of marital re- 
lations strictly their own which 
produced strange results. 

As Mr. C. W. Rowley, adviser 
to the Northern Affairs Depart- 
ment, testified: “The happiest 
igloo I ever lived in was occu- 
piel by two couples. And not un- 
til I left did I learn that the 
couples were originally matched 
the other way round.” 

After this, Eskimos may per- 
haps copy We®tern civilization’s 
marriage customs. So far they 
have managed very well without 
any ceremony at all. Youngsters 
are often matched as prospec- 
tive mates, in infancy, 
times even before birth. 

The young Eskimo male takes 
the girl promised to him as soon 
as he can support. her. But, if 
they do not get on wel! they sep- 
arate without any fuss or loss 
of face. The wife, tribal custom 
dictates, takes care of the chil- 
Gren. But, once. children 
born, such breakups are very 
rare. : 5 

Until recently, some Eskimo 
hunters maintained two or three 
wives. Conversely, a woman was 
not criticized if she had two 
husbands. All depended on the 
availability of males and fe- 
males. 


What mattered was that every 


adult had a mate, bachelors and 


old maids being quite unknown. 
And, with one or other partner 
able to walk out at will, domestic 
rows seldom caused trouble ‘in 
igloo life.

Nearly all the letters from 
girls abroad ask the dead Juliet 
for advice, sincerely believing 
that she will help them. The 
tomb of the two lovers is situ- 
ated in an old disused monastery 
and is of rough stone.

Jazz Iq Jumping 
In Russia! 


One of the most fascinating 
discoveries that has been made 
since the thaw in U.S.-Russian 
relations is the size of the beach- 
head that jazz has established 
within the well-protected citadel 
of Marxist culture. Taped from 
Voice of America programs, 
pressed on bootleg disks and 
even X-ray plates, jazz has 
raised such a ferment within the 
strict confines of Soviet musical 
life that the Communist. authori- 
ties hardly know what to do 
about it. 


When a jazz club began to- 


flourish in’ Leningrad recently, © 


however, the authorities knew 
just what to do. This account 
from a Leningrad jazz buff to an 
American friend recently told 
the story: 

“The Leningrad jazz club... 
was established here in Sept., 
1958 by some of the most _en- 
thusiastic jazz fans. They had 
wonderful ideas of studying the 
history of jazz, playing real jazz 
music, and ‘foundsting’ the Rus- 
sian style of jazz according to 
the Russian school of polyton- 
ality. The club has some won- 
derful jazz combos playing in all 
styles from Dixieland to swing, 
bop, progressive, etc. One of 
them was an experimental quin- 
tet including such instruments as 
the violin and the French horn 
and they sounded so nice. 

“The whole world knows that 
Russia is a very musical na- 
tion and they have a real feel- 
ing for jazz. The popularity of 
jazz in Russia is tremendous and 


a very good example of that is . 


the concerts of the jazz club 
which were attended by more 
than 2,500 people each day (in 
Leningrad). Indeed, it was the 
finest jazz club in the country. 
But after existing for about eight 
months it was closed by the offi- 
cial authorities (end of May. '59). 
The causes of that were ex- 
plained in this way. They said: 
‘Probably you do a very won- 
derful and useful job, but we 
leaders understand nothing 
about jazz and so we cannot pro- 
vide leadership And what can

‘The world’s most famous and 


most controversial—morally and. 


politically— comedian was isol- 
ated from the world behind what 
he calls his “wall of silence.” 
Charlie Chaplin seldom strayed 
far from the book-filled study of 
his $420,000, 15-room chateau in 
Vevey, Switzerland. Chaplin was 
not, however, merely taking it 
easy. Forty-five years after mak- 
ing his first movie (“Making a 
Living”), he was up to his acro- 
batic eyebrows in a project he 
thinks will prove to be his ma- 
jor accomplishment: His auto- 
biography, spanning 60 years of 
show business. He is in the final 
stages, and until the book is 
finished Chaplin will stay at it, 
pacing up and down, dictating in 
a high-pitched voice, correcting 
himself with great frequency. 

In his wood-paneled library 
recently the 70-year-old~-come- 
dian took a rare time out from 
his writing to expound to News- 
week’s Lionel Durand on a num- 
ber of subjects, including: His 
coming seventh child, which his 
fourth wife Oona, 34-year-old 
daughter of the late Eugene 
O'Neill, will present him with 
around Christmas (People . ask 
me if I am pleased. Of course | 
am. But they should ask their 
question in ten years — then it 
will be interesting!”’); his future 
plans (“I want to do a nice big 
comedy with color, wide screen, 
stereophonic sound, and all the 
trimmings. I want to try it once, 
anyway. It should be great fun 


- to play with all these new tech- 


niques”), and his favorite movies 
(“I think I liked ‘City Lights,’ 
‘Limelight,’ ‘Monsieur Verdoux, 
and ‘A King in New York’ best’’). 


“I picked the three films for 
the ‘Charlie Chaplin Revue’ be- 
cause they’re full of fun and in- 
vention,” he went on. “Besides, 
composing two hours’ of music 
for them was an interesting chal- 
lenge. I may bring out some 
more, depending on the recep-~ 
tion Charlie gets around the 
world, but I feel I no longer have 
any association with the little 
man with the black mustache. 
I keep a number of half-written 
scripts in the freezer, mostly 
comedies, and I’m interested in 
new projects. - 


“Comedy, or at least humor, is 
around us all the time. Once a 
comedy director asked me: ‘What 
are you making?’ I said this: ‘Oh, 
the same old thing — getting 
people in and out of trouble’.” 

For Chaplin, the business of 
getting in and out of trouble has 
often carried over from films into 
real life. And his real-life diffi- 
culties have been by far the less 
savory of the two. He lost a much- 


. publicized paternity suit in 1945. 


In 1952, having become a multi- 
millionaire but not a citizen after 
42 years’ residence, Chaplin left 
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bad feeling over his outspoxen 
left-wing sympathies. In 1956 he 
got into difficulties over his Fed- 
eral taxes, which he settled last 
year for $425,000. 

The last new Chaplin film, “A 
King in New York,” was widely 
criticized as a heavy-handed as- 
sault on the United States. ,This 
picture (still to be shown in 
America) of a deposed monarch 
seeking freedom but finding “hy- 
steria,” suggested this question: 
Did he ever get homesick for 
the U.S.? 

“No, I really don't,” said Brit- 
ish subject . Chaplin, bristling. 
“In fact, I’m happy not to be in 
the United. States. I'm much 
freer here.” He added: “I am 
essentially a showman and I like 
to amuse people — I have ne 
messages to pass around. An art- 
ist, or a comedian, or a clown, 
must comment on whatever sur- 
rounds him. But I don’t shoot at 
targets. 

“Il keep fit by walking, play- 
ing tennis, and raising tulips in 
my garden,” Chaplin concluded 
somewhat abruptly. “I can abide 
anywhere, in almost any coun- 
try. I appreciate the basic things 
of life, a good glass of wine, a 
good meal, love’ — and he add- 
ed: “And having fun! I think 
that’s very important. I don’t 
know of anything else more im- 
portant!” —From NEWSWEEK.

The following article by the 
Farm Editor of the Christian 
Science Monitor is of especial 
interest to Canadian farmers, 
and so I pass it along to you.

Being a good neighbor is not 
always easy — especially when 
the man next door does some- 
thing himself very much like 
what he objected to Pd doing 
earlier, Something like that has 
been happening lately between 
the United States and Canada. 
Being friends from way back, 
these two good neighbors will 
doubtless find amicable ways of 
solving their - individual prob- 
lems in ways to avoid stepping 
on each other’s toes. The ques- 
tion is: How? 


Two important commodities 
are involved: wheat and pork. 


Canada, like other wheat pro- 
ducing .nations burdened with 
surpluses of their own, has not 
been happy about some of the 
efforts to dispose of American 
wheat abroad, feeling that this 
disposal has cut into Canadian 
markets. 

Now the United States is con- 
cerned about a Canadian govern- 
mental program on pork which 
threatens to flood the United 
States with pork at a time when 
American farmers have depres- 


ing too many hogs. 
e * & 

The situations in wheat and 
pork are not exactly parallel, 
but they are similar enough that 
Americans now face a little taste 
of what it’s like to have another 


*nation handling its agricultural 


surplus in a way that threatens 
to upset American markets. 


Canada built up its pork sur- 
plus in approximately the same 
way the United States acquired 
its tremendous stockpile . of 
wheat: through government price 
supports which stimulated over- 
production by guaranteeing 
farmers a profit. R 

When the Canadian stockpile 
of pork reached a reported 120,- 
000,000 pounds, the government 
felt forced to change its pro- 
gram. Pork, as a_ perishable 
product, cannot be stored for 
years as wheat can. 

The new Canadian program 
for pork calls for “deficiency 
payments” similar to those pro- 
posed some years ago for Amer- 
ican farmers in the still con- 
troversial (and far from defunct) 
Brannan Plan. 

o o * 

Under the new system, Cana 
dian pork producers will sell 
their hogs: on the open market 
for whatever price they can get. 


At the end of the year, Canada 
will pay to. farmers the differ- 
ence between the average mar 
ket price and the support. rate, 
which is figured on the basis of 
80 per cent of the average mar- 
ket price for the preceding 10 
year 

This subsidy will be -paid to 
each farmer at year's end. on 
oniy a limited number of hog 
Current guesses as to the num 
ber were recently reported 
t 
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lieve that even this plan may 
encourage overproduction. Why 
shouldn’t a small farmer who 
usually raises only a-few hogs 
step up his production to the 
limit to get as much from the 
government as he can?

Both Canadian and American 
farmers are concerned about 
what will now happen to the 
American market for Canadian 
pork. Canada doesn’t want to 
lose , its American market 
which has been taking an esti- 
mated 7 per cent of Canadian 
pork. But American farmers 
don’t want their prices forced 
lower still by an influx of cheap 
pork from Canada. 


Among the organizations de. 
manding action to protect Amer- 
ican farmers now is the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, 
which in mid-October sent iden- 
tical telegrams to Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter and 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson following up mes- 
sages sent in June and asking 
“that the United States take ef- 
fective action to prevent dump- 
ing of Canadian pork onto the 
United States market,” by impos- 
ing duties.

“United States producers can 
compete on straight economic 
basis with. anyone, but we can- 
not allow our livestock prices to 
be wrecked by subsidized com- 
petiticn arising out of deficiency 
payment schemes instituted by 
another government,” said the 
telegram.

Cooperative action between 
Canada and the United States 
should be considered, reports the 
committee, at least in the form 
of a joint program for using 
wheat surpluses in the two coun- 
t#tes for famine relief and spe- 
cial. emergency purposes, and 
possibly in a broader program 
“which might envisage the es. 
tablishment.of national reserve 
stocks of wheat in underdevelop- 
ed countries.” 


It would hope to draw other 


' wheat-exporting countries into 


the program. This, of course, 
comes close to the “food for 
peace” plan now being explored 
by five nations at the’ gov-rn- 


~ mental level. 


These are economic objectives, 
which seldom have easy sailing 
when launched, as they must be, 
on the héaving waters of na. 
tional and international politics. 
And so, even when neighbors 
agree—informally or officially— 
on desirable objectives, the ques- 
tion still remains: How can these 
objectives be attained .for the 
good of all, and fo harm none?

Saul Confrented by Christ 
Acts 9:1-9 


Memory Selection: Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name given 
among men, whereby we must 
be saved. Acts 4: 12. é' 


The conversion of Saul of Tar- 
sus was one of the greatest 
events in the early church. This 
man had stood by the clothes of 
those who stoned Stephen te 
death. He was a leader in the 
fierce persecution that followed. 
As he went to Damascus in this 
diabolical work he was confront- 
ed by Christ. In addition to the 
account of this experience given 
in our lesson by Luke, we have 
the record of Paul's own testi- 
mony to it before a mob in Jeru- 
salem (Acts 23) and again be- 
fore King Agrippa (Acts 28). 

Saul, later known as Paul, be- 
came the chief apostle. In fact, 
most of the remainder of the 
Book of Acts is an account of 
his ministry to Jews and. Gen- 
tiles in Asia, Macedonia, Greece 
and Italy. He steadied the 
church when it threatened to 


groups. Peter pretipitated this 
emergency at Antioch. Paul, 
whose understanding of the 
church as the body of Christ was 
clearer, rebuked Peter and saved 
the day. Paul, was-a_ learned 
man, having been. taught by Ga- 
maliel, one of the most noted 
teachers of that day Paul was 
the chief theologian of the early 
church as a reading of his (3 
or 14 letters shows clearly. His- 
tory states that he died as a 
martyr 

How was Saul converted? 
First, he’ was convicted for his 
sin. When he heard the words, 
“Saul; Saul, why persecutest 
thou me?” he asked, “Who art 
thou, Lord?” The answer came, 
“J am Jesus whom thou perse- 
cutest.” Saul trembled and was 
astonished. He surrendered to 


_ the One whom he had been per- 


secuting, saying, “Lord, what 
wilt thou have me to do?” He 
ylelded his will completely and 
trusted in Jesus Christ. From 
this faith he’ never parted. A 
miracle had happened. The per- 
secutor became: a humble and 
obedient disciple of the One 
whom he had persecuted. He 
himself suffered much for his 
witness for Jesus Christ.

Studying a crowd of people is 
always interesting but I think 


‘last Friday I found the most in- 


triguing group it has been my 
lot to observe. I went to “Medi- 
scope” — the display and demon- 
stration that was put on by the 
Ontario Medical Association in 
Toronto. I found it intensely in- 
teresting and most informative. 
And the crowds .. . the officials 
themselves were floored by the 
numbers who turned up to seée 
what they ‘had to offer. And it 
was all free — you couldn't 


_spend money if you wanted to. 


It was even hard to find a place 
to buy a sandwich, Actually 
there were two small stands but 
they weren't very obvious. 


I watched the people passing 

. mothers with babies; high 
school students; nuns; middle- 
age folk, singly or in pairs; an 
occasional onlooker in a wheel- 
chair and also the very old. What 
brought them there in such 
numbers, I wondered? Was it 
curiosity, a thirst for knowledge 
or a» genuine desire to know 
what goes on inside our human 
body? I have a feeling it was 
the latter. Not all displays at- 
tracted equal attention but I 
noticed there was always a 
greater crowd wherever’ there 
was any practical demonstration. 
For instance , by means of a spe- 
cial stethostope you could hear 
your own hear beat, or by a 
contraption over the ears you 
could test your own hearing 
ability. There was also a Geiger 
counter showing its reaction 
when placed over radio-active 
and non-radio-active material. 
For this purpose chunks of rocks 
were used, one containing a fair 
amount of uranium ore, There 
were books showing household 
equipment for paraplegics or 
otherwise disabled persons. One 
booth demonstrated various 
types of anaesthetics. I never did 
get close to either of those two. 


Of course the great attraction 
was “The Birth of a Baby”. Each 
tinfe I went past the enclosure 
there was a terrific line-up and 
it was not until the third or 
fourth time I'd decided to take 
my chance with the rest and 


wait. But 1 did not find the wait-. 


ing too tedious because 1 was 
so entensely interested in watch- 
ing others in the queue. Next 
to me were ‘wo ministers, sever- 
al nuns, an elderly couple and 
four or five high school students 
horsing around:in' the approved 
fashion — approved, that is, by 
their own fraternity. I resented 
their attitude. Here we were, 
waiting to get in to a demon- 
stration of the great Miracle of 
Life and all these young gaffers 
could do was show unseemingly 


levity. I had no idea what we 
were likely to see — that is, the 
form it would take — but what- 
ever it was I felt it should be 
given the respect it deserved. 
Well, I need not have worried. 
The display was mostly in pic- 
tures and plastic models, show- 
ing the growth of a baby from 
its inception to birth. And do 
you know, from the minute we 
entered the small building the 
young folk were all attention. 
No talking, no unseemly com- 
ments of any kind. They were 
genuinely interested and moved 
slowly and reluctantly along. 
Nor was there anything in the 
exhibit that was unfit for the 
the youngest child to see. After 
all the actual birth of young 
animals is no secret to children 
on a farm so why should they be 
denied the knowledge of how 
the young gradually grow. until 
they are ready to leave fhe pro- 
tective shelter of their mother’s 
body. 


As the youngsters left the 
building there may have been a 
few quips realtive to what they 
had seen but we have to remem- 
ber that young people will do 
or say almost anything to hide 
their real feelings.

Because far-sighted foresters 
sent to the United-Kingdom 
shortly after World War I large 
quantities of seeds and seedlings 
of Pacific coast forest species, 
a serious wood shortage in Bri- 
tain is being overcome. 


In Scotland, plans are going 
forward for a pulp mill whose 
raw materials will be derived 
largely from coniferous forests 
resulting from the vigorous 
young growth which originated 
in British Columbia, many thou- 
sands of miles distant. 

Forests were an important na- 
tional asset in Britain until the 


tion and widespread use of iron 
ships led to their neglect. For- 
est productivity throughout the 
United Kingdom declined, and 
the country became increasingly 
dependent on the Baltic coun- 
tries, Canada, and other outside 
sources of supply. 

World War I emphasized Bri- 
tain’s desperate need for wood, 
and the situation was .intensi- 
fied: by the casualties suffered 
by shipping. Many cargo ships 
carrying. vitally needed lumber 
were sunk,.and their precious 
fregiht floated away, or sank to 
the sea bottom in the hold of 
steel ships. 

Foresters in Britain and over- 
seas sought to prevent a repeti- 
tion of this danger by carrying 
out an extensive tree-planting 


British Columbia’s coastal area 
that would be suitable as the 
foundation for Britain’s post war 
timber supply. Douglas fir, west- 
ern cedar, hemlock. and spruce 
were planted, and almost invari- 


healthy trees, writes, Charles 
Shaw in The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Today, nearly one-third of the 
United Kingdom’s lumber out- 
put is from trees planted in the 
form of seed or seedlings from 
the Pacific coast. The trees have 
grown particularly well. in’ the 
warmer and wetter parts of Bri- 
tain, according to Bernard Ren- 
dle, one of 40 botanigts from 
overseas who made a .tour of 
British Columbia woods re- 
cently. 

The British government is the 
largest owner of forest-lands in 
the United Kingdom, says Mr. 
Rendle, because the industry re- 
presents a long-term invéstment 
— from 30 to 50 years, and the 
average individual or corpora- 
tion cannot wait that long. 

In most cases forests have 
been planted on ground that has

The Lady Killer 
Who Slew Twice 


On a cold, frosty morning 


three days before Christmas,. 


1945, John Ridley Young was 
hanged in Pentonville Prison, 
London. He was a forty-year-old 
‘builder who had murdered a 
husband and wife at Leigh-on- 
Sea. : 

Nobody can know what the 
thoughts of a condemned man 
are as he takes the final, fatal 
steps from the death cell to the 
shed that houses the gallows. But 
it might well have struck Young 
that there was a world of differ- 
ence between that chilly Decem- 
ber morning and the warm and 
sunny June day of the same year 
when he emerged from a little 
seaside bungalow, leaving be- 
hind him the battered bodies of 
his victims.: . 


4He had stepped out into the 


Plcr Pa and mixed with the 


early season holidaymakers 
strolling on the near-by cliffs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lucas had a 
seventeen-year-old daughter, 
Rosemary, who had a job in Lon- 
don. Her father was a travelling 
jeweller, a man who often had 
large sums of money and valu- 
able jewellery in the house. 

When Rosemary entered the 
bungalow on her return from 
London, she called out to her 
parents. Getting no reply, she 
went to look for them. She found 
her father in one room, her 
mother in another. Both had 
been battered beyond recogni- 
tion. The household pet, a black 
spaniel, was missing. Some time 
later it was found wandering in 
London. 

When the police entered the 
bungalow, almost the first things 


they saw were four shattered . 


whisky glasses, a smashed watch 
and a leg of a chair which was 
presumed to have been the mur- 
der weapon. 
‘The bungalow was in Under- 
eliff Gardens. When the police be- 
their routine search for clues 
were puzzled by the whisky 
s and. the half-empty 
whisky bottle. Had Mr, and Mrs. 
Lucas entertained a guest, /or 


pei and were the visitors the 
ers? 
Another puzzling fact was that 


although robbery was the most 
likely motive, a great quantity 
of jewellery in the bungalow had 
not been touched. 

The police learned that Mr. 
Lucas had not left his home all 
day, and this-was strange be- 
cause at the time of the murder 
he would normally have been at 
business. Had he stayed at home 
because he was expecting a visit- 
or? 

The police then announced 
that they would like to interview 
a forty-year-old Ilford builder, 
John Young, whom they thought 
might be able to help them. 

When they eventually found 
Young they saw that his wrists 
hed been slashed, He had also 
tried to gas himself. Young had 
a notebook in his possession 
when arrested. In it ne had wfit 
ten: 

“All my worldly pomessionn I 
leave to the vest and finest little 
woman in the world; my land- 
lady,, Mrs. Orford, who has al- 
way: tried to keep me in the 
right way” 

Mrs. Orford was a widow with 


whom Young had lodged for 
twelve years. She told the pol. 
ice that on June 6th, che day of 
the murder, Young had left his 
loceings early and returned 
about 2 p.m. The next day he 
telephoned at 10 p.m. and was 
told that two police officers had 
ealled to inquire about him. He 
did not retarn tc the house again. 

It was proved that Young had 
an sppointment with Lucas at 
4:30 a.m A neighbour of the 


Lucase: said that Young was. 
sti]] there at 10 a.m. and the pol. 
ice discovered that the bloody 
imprint of a rubber heel in the 
bungalow corresponded exactly 
with the heel of one of Young's 
shoes: 

in addition, ea trouser button 
and thread fang in the bunga 
low were similar to those on @ 
pair of’ Young's trousers, which 
had one buttos missing Hair 
fuken fram the ce id man's-shirt 


. hind, 


ne 


and cuff-links were similar to 
Young's hair. 


Young had £114 on him when 
arrested, and i: a tank at his 
business premises the police 
found seventy-nine £5 notes, as 

_ well as watches, rings and pre- 
cious stones. 

At the trial it was disclosed 
that Young and his partner were 
£1,200 overdrawn at their bank. 
On the day. after the murder, 
Young had paid in £500 to the 
partnership account. Naturally 
the evidence against the accused 
was overwhelming. Young went 
into the witness box to. give 
evidence on his. own behalf. 
What could he say? 


It was a strange story he told. 


Young said Lucas had asked 
him to buy golden sovereigns 
for him and at various times had 
given him sums of money, which 
he thought must have totalled 
around £3,000, for this purpose, 


Young seid: “I used some of 
the money, and I got worried. He 
was such a cheery, jocular, nice 
sort of chap, and he trusted me. 
I w@ feeling terrible about the 
whole thing. Believe me, it is a 
great relief to come here to-day 
to be tried for a crime that I 
have lived with for six months. 
“The mental agony has been 
terrible. I'm not afraid to die. In 
fact, I have prayed for death on 
a great number of occasions dur- 
‘ing these Jast months. I want you 
to believe that the man who 
stands here charged with mur- 


der, is not the man who commit- 
ted the murder, but is the frame 
of a man in whose body a demon 
had been created.” 
Young went on, to describe 
how he had gone to the bunga- 
lowrto confess to Lucas what he 
had done, and how Lucas had 
Changed from being a cheery 
soul to a man with a terrible 
temper. Young claimed that 
Lucas had called him names, “as 
gne had a right to do,” and had 
struck him on the back of ) the 
head. 

The prisoner confessed that he 
went into a frenzy and attacked 
Lucas with a chair. He kept .on 
hitting him-and hit.Mrs. Lucas 
when she came into the room. 

The defence called a Harley 
Street specialist to say that 
Young was insane at the time of 
the double murder, but the judge 
and jury rejected the submission 
and Young was found guilty. 

As is often the case, there was 
a story behind this seaside trag- 
edy. 

John. Ridley Young, the bache- 
lor builder of Ilford, fancied 
himself as a lady-killer, a sort of 
seaside sultan. He would boast 
openly of his great successes 
with the. girls. 


had somehow to substantiate his 
boasts; he had to take the girls 
out, and that needed money — 
money that he did not have, Fate 


put him in touch with Fred . 


‘Lucas and “easy money.” Young 
talked of friends who had gol- 
den sovereigns for sale and Lu- 
cas offered to buy all he could 
obtain for £4 apiece. 

Young spun a fantastic yarn, 
saying that he needed money to 
complete the deals. According to 
the murderer’s testimony, Lucas 
parted with £3,000, but there is 
reason to believe that £900 Is 
nearer the truth. 

Then came the showdown. 
Whether it was true that Young 
went to the bungalow beside the 
sea in order to confess, we shall 
never know. The fact that he left 
a great deal of jewellery be- 
does not suggest that 
Young's evidence was the truth.
